She Deplores Average Housewife’s 
Apathy and Failure to Back

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt attributed 
the numerical decrease in women 
legislators and Congress women to 
apathy. 

There are plenty of capable wom- 
en for legislative positions, she told 
her conference today, but, 
she said, women as a whole do not 
back feminine candidates. 

The League of Women Voters had 
reported that the number of women 
legislators dropped from 149 in 38 
states 10 years ago to 130 who would 


serve in 28 states in 1939. The num- 


ber of Congresswomen during the 
10-year period fell from nine to five. 


A visitor from France told her t 


yesterday, Mrs. ‘Roosevelt said, that 
he was appalled at the political dis- 
interest among youth and women of 
this country—particularly as to so- 
cial questions, The explanation, she 
said, is that American women, de- 
spite what they have gone through, 
have not suffered sufficiently to 
feel that something must be done 
and they have to participate.
